An inquest was held by the City Coroner, 
‘+ D. A. MacErlean, and a jury, in Jervis 
ireet Hospital, Dublin, yesterday, gn the 
body of Richard Boyle (13), of 20 Lower 
Jane street, Dublin, who was killed on the 
seat Southern Railways line at Oriel street, 
Dublin, on Wednesday evening last.

John Kelly, supervisor of the railway line 
the section on which the accident occurred, 
did that the gate had been repaired a number 
times, and had been damaged again.

LOSS OF THE BRITISH 
SUBSIDY

By Our AGRICÚLTURAL CORRESPONDENT: 


If all cattle exported from the Free State 
were ready for the block before leaving the 
country there would be no complaints about 
difficulty in selling earmarked stock. . 

For the purpose of identification in case 
of loss, some farmers have been in the habit 
of punching or slitting the right ears of their 
cattle. In the case of store cattle this practice 
now clashes with a regulation made by the 
British Ministry of Agriculture in connection 
with the vabeidly of 5s. per cwt., live weight, 
aid to British farmers for fattening cattle. 
Nhen cattle are submit for 
this subsidy their right ears are punched by 
Government inspectors. oo 

Irish store cattle must be in Great Britain 
for at least three months before they are 
eligible for the subsidy, and, if their right 
ears have been punched or slit before export, 
feeders often experience difficulty in proving 
that they have not already passed for the 
subsidy. Consequently, cross-Channel buyers 
are inclined to cut their price for Irish cattle 
so marked by the extent of the subsidy which 
they are likely to lose. 

The matter was fully discussed at Wed- 
nesday’s meeting of the Irish Live Stock 
Exporters’ Association in Dublin, and it was 
mentioned that possibly 100,000 cattle so 


marked are at present in the country. This 
method of marking cattle in case of was 
adopted before the British subsidy ations 


were made, and there is no doubt that it is 
likely to lead to a great deal of confusion. 
Indeed, . some cross-Chamnel feeders are 
credited with attempting to collect the 
subsidy twice, and this has caused the British 
authorities to become more stringent. 


HOOF-BRANDING 


The cattle most likely to have their right 
ears punched are two-year-olds and over, and 
for these exporters are offering less than they 
are worth. 

In May last the Free State Department of 
Agriculture issued a circular stressing the im- 
portance of not marking cattle by punching 
or slitting the 7 ear. This mark, it was 
ghas out, is liable to be confused with 
he mark applied by certifying officers in 
Great Britain to indicate that the subsidy 
has been paid, and to prevent the animal 
again being presented for subsidy. Cattle 
importers in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland were warned against buying cattle 
cut in the right ear. 

As the subsidy works out at 50s. to Os. 
per head, according to the animal’s weight, 
the matter is of some importance to store 
cattle breeders, As a way out of the diffi- 
cutly the Irish Live Stock Exporters’ Associa- 
tion has asked the Department of Agriculture 
to recommend that all Free State cattle im- 
ported into Great Britain should be branded 
on the hoof. Whether this brand should take 
the form of a date mark or some special 
design has not been stated. 

Since the Department's circular was issued 
the punching or slitting of the right ear has 
stopped; so that young cattle coming on will 
not be adversely affected by the British 
subsidy regulation,

Since the dispute between Italy and 
Abyssinia began to assume threatening 
proportions, there has: been much loose 
ialk in Western Europe about war. Even 
in freland, which is outside the direct 
stream of European politics, people have 


outbreak, as if it were the most natural 
thing in the world.. There really is no 
foundation of any kind for these rumours, 
which are as mischievous as they are ill: 
founded. There is a squabble between 
Italy and Abyssinia in North East Africa. 
The League of Nations is trying to prevent 
the Italians from armed action against 
the Ethiopians, and certain member- 
States, headed “by Great Britain, have 
heen reminding Signor Mussolini that the 
Covenant provides for drastic action 
against those who defy its provisions. In 
other words, the Italians have been 
warned that if they invade Abyssinia 
without provocation, the other members 
of League may combine to prevent them. 
Signor Mussolini has been quick to realise 


exceedingly subtle politician, has staged 
a colossal bluff. He has informed the. 
world that, if anybody dares to interfere 
with Italy’s plans in respect of Abyssinia, 
he will regard such interference as an 
unfriendly act, and will go to war, if 
necessaty, in defence of his country’s 
national honour.

Wild Birds 


Travellers to remote parts of the earth 
have been known to come. home with stories 
of animals and birds which, unaccustomed 
to the presence of men, have shown no 
signs of fear towards them. Their ex- 
perience has seemed strange; for we have 
come to believe that one of the main 
characteristics of the animal kingdom is 
its instinctive distrust of man, which takes 
the form of an attempt to avoid his com- 
pany whenever possible. As it happens, 
the distrust is well founded. Man’s need 
for food makes him the natural enemy of 
many animals and birds, and many others 
become his quarry through his need of 
clothes. This tyranny cannot be helped— 
and it would be false sentiment if we 
wished to do away with it—but it is 
accompanied by another and quite senve- 
less tyranny, which kills almost for the 
sake of killing, or else pursues some minor 
end with a total disregard for the suffering 
which it may bring. What defence, for 
example, can be put forward for the 
extinctfon of a magnificent bird such as 
the golden eagle, whose last remaining 
specimens have been hunted down without 
mercy in Scotland—for the very reason 
that only a few were left, and thet the 
rarity of the bird increased the prestige of 
its killer? The zeal of the ‘‘ sportsman ” 
has rid the world of many harmless 
creatures, without bringing even an 
indirect benefit to himself, and in many 
cases, also, birds and animals which were 
actively useful to mankind have been 
almost exterminated. Killing can be 
excused if it is necessary, but the wanton 
cruelty which goes on every year has no 
excuse, and it is a strange commentary 
on our civilisation that the societies which 
exist to prevent it should have such a 
difficult task. This year’s report of the 
Irish Society for the Protection of Birds 
shows how hard it is to preserve wild life 
from human activitics. Much of the 
destruction, it is true, is incidental] to 
something else, and seems to be almost 
impossible to avoid—for instance, many 
thousands of seabirds are killed every 
year by the oil discharged from modern 
steamships. At the same time, a great 
deal of unnecessary suffering is inflicted 
s the result of unscrupulous bird. 
catchers or egg-collectors, and the latter, 
in their anxiety to secure ‘‘specimens’’ rt 
any cost, have become one of the greatest 
threats to bird life. It is easy, no doubt, 
to show an exaggerated concern for 
animals or birds—a concern which forgets 
that thousands of people are living in | 
poverty or misery, and that our first duty 
is towards our own kind. Nevertheless, 
we have a duty also towards the animal 
kingdom, and it is fitting that we should 
be reminded of it. The various protective 
societies, by their wise discouragement of 
cruelty and destruction, are doing work 


of which the usefulness canndt be 
questioned. . :

Transition ; 


‘Ts there any time of year more selserable 
than the last few weeks of summer?’ The 
sunshine still lingers, but it has Tost its 
potency ; and daily there are grave warn- 
ings of the bleak season ahead, in the 
shape of rising winds and driving rain. 
_The moment has not yet come to prepare 
for the winter—to have the chimneys 
swept and overcoats brought from their 
resting-place—for, perhaps. September. 
and an Indian summer, still will stave off 
the threat of storms. Cricketers, bathers

Then, in this depressed condition, 
they are compelled to face up to a period 
that is neither winter nor summer, neither 
black nor white. Under the circum- 
stances, it is inevitable that they should 
become a prey to melancholia, and, more 
frequently, the common cold.

Re- 
vivified by our Irish sammer—which 
really is not as bad as it is made out to 
be—one could retire to the Continent for a 
month, and then come back at the begin- 
ning of October, when this country, beyond 
all argument, is in the depths of winter. 


THE WAGA SAGA 


GROUNDLESS FEARS 


- 


There are no grounds for the fears which 
appear to be assailing a number of people, 
that a new and poisonous insect has taken 
up its residence in Ireland. While it is a 
fact that a number of insects and tropical 
creatures are regularly imported in crates 
of bandas fruit and otler foreign goods, 
there is no instance of any of the more 
dangerous of these aliens becoming acclima- 
tised in these temperate climes, —. 

Such poisonous hymenoptera as the dreaded 
West Indian reported are dependent for their 
existence on certain other insects which afford 
them food both for then an for their. 
young, Unless they can find or some 
similar substitute. they must pari after a 
very short whi 

There seems to be no evidence that our 
temperate climes can supply these food in- 
sects, which, in the instance of these giant 
ichneumons, ‘often consists of large lepidop- 
tera, or even spiders ot lycosid group, 
whose formidable armament of poisonous 
fangs they are able to avoid with ease. 

A number of ogee “a which have al- 
ready been brought to the newspaper offices, 
are specimens of an ichneumon, shih. . al. 
‘though it is capable of inflicting a sharp sting. 
is otherwise perfectly harmless. This is the 
lanky yellow creature, with an ekaggerated . 
waist, which blunders in through the open 
window. at night, attracted by the lights. 

These ichneumonide are a numerous family, 
which already numbers upwards of six 
thousand species, most of which are exceed- 
ingly useful by reason of the enormous quan- 
tity of larve of destructive insects they de 
stroy. Indeed, were it not for the offices of 
these useful little creatures there would hardly 
be a cabbage in Europe, or any succulent 
green vegetable. since they prey upon the 
larve oí the hutter%ies, which use these 
plants as nurseries, 

If by any remote chance a person ia bitten 
by that which he takes to be the Waga Saga, 
instead of scratching, let him make a conple 
of incisions criss-cress with his nail or a clean 
knife blade and suck for dear life. Seratch- 
ing only serves to spread the venom, which is 
reputed to ¢ontain some deadly nicro- 
organism responsible for the veal trouble.

‘‘ We seemed to be in the teeth of the 
hurricane, There was a tremendous 
jar. We were ordered to put on our life- 
belts. During the remainder of the night 
the ship swung from side to side with 
terrific vibrations. Iron doors and windows 
crumpled under the weight of the heavy 
seas. In the staterooms the water was as 
high as the bunks, while trunks floated in 
all directions. i 

“The crew lived up to the highest 
traditions of the sea. There was no 
hysteria; instead we all sang. Death, 


cussed, Fear seemed unknown, as we ali 


thought finally that we should be 
drowned.”’

Wyeth the passengers singing songs and 

the ship’s band playing “ Tipperary,” 
seven hundred and thirty-six passengers 
were taken off safely from the Cunard- 
White Star cruising liner Doric, which 
was.crippled in a collision with the French 
steamer Formigny, off the coast of 
Portugal, in the early hours of this morn- 
ing. The passengers are little the: worse 
for their unexpected holiday thrill. 

. There were six Dublin passengers. on 
board the Doric. They were: Mr, Joseph 
Francis O'Daly, ól Strandville ‘avenue, 
North Strand; Mr. John Vincent Bourke, 
2 Terenure Park; Mr. Arthur H. Rae, 105 
Lower Baggot street ; Miss Margaret Daly, 
Miss Rita O'Farrell and Miss Catherine 
Reid. | 

More than half of the passengers were 
taken on board the Orion, which 1s now on 
its way to Southampton, and the remain- 
der are on board the Viceroy of India, 
which is proceeding to London. Captain 
Greig, of the Doric, and the members of 
his crew, remained on board the Doric. 

The collision occurred off Cape Finis- 
terre, at the entrance of the Bay of Biscay, 
at 3.45 this morning, in a thiek fog. An 
5.0.8. quickly brought the Orion and the 
Viceroy of India to the scene. 


“NO PANIC” 


Miss Marguerite Miller, of London,. who 
was one of the passengers on board the 
Doric, said: : 

“There was no panic whatever. We 
were given time to get breakfast and to 
dress and pack small suitcases. The ship’s 
band played, and passengers sang songs, 
befote taking to the boats. Nobody was 
injured.” ; 

The Doric was badly damaged and has 
a severe starboard list, 

LISBON, Thursday, 

The transfer of the passengers from the 
Doric apparently was only a precautionary 
measure, as the Doric immediately can- 
celled her S$.O0.S. and refused aid. A 
wireless message was received from the 
Formigny saying that she was damaged 
and was making her way to Lisbon. The 
Doric remains in the same situation. 

A message from Vigo, Spain, states that 
the Doric arrived safely in the afternoon. 

The first news of the accident was con- 
tained in the S.O.S. picked up by the 
Marseilles Wireless Station shortly after 
ó am. It ran: ‘‘ Doric 8.0.8. 41.19 
degrees North, 9.34 West, in collision.’’ 
These bearings showed that the collision 
had taken place about 38 miles out to sea 
off Viladeconde, near Leixoes, north-west 
of Oporto. 

The Formigny (2,166 tons) is owned by 
the Compagnie de Transportation Maritime 
et Fluviaux, and registered at Rouen. She 
left Dunkirk on August 30th for Oran, 
Algeria. i

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Four hundred passengers were taken off 
the Southern Railway 's steamer Whipping- 
ham last night aíter she had signalled for 
assistance seven miles off The Needles, 
Isle of Wight. The passengers. were trans- 
ferred to paddle steamers, which rushed 
to the Whippingham’s aid when her 
message was received. 

A Southern Railway official stated that 
the passengers were all safe, and were 
going on to Bournemouth, their original 
destination, on the paddle steamers. 

“ The Whippingham,’’ said the official, 
““was on her way from Portsmouth to 
Bournemouth on an advertised excursion, 
and left Portsmouth at about 1.30. She 
called at several piers, and then set out 
for Bournemouth. When about six or 
seven miles off ‘The Needles she anchored, 
-and sent out a signal for assistalice. 

“ There were two paddle steamers in the 
vicinity, the Isle of Wight Company’s 
Balmoral and the Bournemouth Queen. 
Another paddle boat, the Emperor of 
India, also was nearby and went to the aid 
of the Whippingham. The Whippingham 
can only just be seen from the Needles, 
and we are told from there that all the 400 
passengers have been transferred to the 
paddle boats. The Whippingham does not 
carry any wireless, so at present we cannot 
say just what the trouble is. Two of our 
own paddle steamers are standing by, and 
will probably tow the Whippingham back 
to Portsmouth.”’

IR United Ireland Party, through its 
ofhcial weekly newspaper, warns its 
followers that.they may be called upon at 
an early date to fight a generaltelection. 
In an editorial article United: Ireland 
discusses the probabilities of this event at 
considerable length. ‘That there will be 
no election in the autumn is assumed from 
the fact that Ministers at the moment are 
mainly bent on holiday. But the journal 
sees every prospect of an appeal to the 
electors in the spring. For one thing, the 
Budget, which will have to be faced next 
year will for certain be no easier to get 
through than that of the present year. 
Moreover,, United Ireland says that the: 
tide in the country is definitely flowing 
against Fianna Fail, and “ it may accord- 
ingly seem to the Government that an 


overwhelming defeat.” 

Whatever chances there are of an early 
election it can be said that so far there 
are no indications of it. President de 
Valera has given no sign, and if one may 
judge from the programme which he has 
set before him there is no probability that 
an election will take place for quite a long 
time. With the abolition of the Senate, 
which is due to take place early in the new 
year, and the re-making of the Constitu- 
tion, which he has promised when the Dail 
meets, the President will have business 
sufficient to occupy him for many months 
to come, These are matters for which he 
claims to have a “ mandate,’’ and there is, 
therefore, no reason to appeal_to the 
electorate. There is also the fact that the 
next general election will be held under 
the new Distribution of Seats Act. This 
will introduce an element of uncertainty 
for all parties, and will be sufficient to 
give the Government pause. 

Mr. de Valera is still assured of his 
majority in the Dail, and if all the circum- 
stances there appears to be no immediate 
reason why he should embark upon a pro- 
ject which, especially in view of the recent 
by-elections, would obviously be attended 
with considerable risk’ ~ ~.

Dr. Hugh O'Neill, County Medical Officer of 
Health, estmeath, in his annual report, 
says: “ One is sometimes asked the question : 
‘Is tuberculosis becoming more prevalent?’ 
An easier question to answer would be: ‘ Are 
more people dying from tuberculosis” In 
this case, the answer is in the negative. The 
death rate from tuberculosis has been falling 
for many years in this and neighbouring 
countries. An actual increase in the number 
of patients under treatment. may or may not 
be evidence of increased prevalence, but in 
either case there is no need to be despondent. 
If there is increased prevalence, then the 
population generally must have devel in- 
creased resistance to the disease, otherwise 
the death rate would show a rise instead of 
a fall. Or, it may be suggested that treat- 
ment is becoming more successful, and, in 
spite of the greater prevalence, there are 
more recoveries. But an increase in the 
number of patients may only be evidence of 
greater co-operation of the publi: and of the 
medical profession, in the coming forward of 
patients for treatment at an earlier stage, in 
earlier and better diagnosis, and in the more 
thorough searching out and examination of 
contacts.”’

TE use of bird-lime for the catching of 
wild birds of the songster type still 1s 
being carried on surreptitiously in the 

Free State, although, according: to law, it is 
a serious offence. 

In one case at Kilcock, County Kaldare, 
two Dublin men were charged with haying 
in their ssession forty-three goldfinches 
captured illegally and crowded together in 
two small cages. The evidence showed that 
the wings of the birds were so matted with 
bird-lime that they were unable to fly. Two 
of them died during the night, and two more 
died when they were released on the following 
morning. 

Another case at Mohill Court revealed that 
a young man, after catching the birds, had 
endeavoured to remove the marks of the bird- 
lime by smearing the feathers with paraffin 
oil. The result was that one of the little, 
creatures had been virtually burned to death. 

These facts are taken from the 1935 report 
of the Irish Society for the Protection of 
Birds, whose membership includes a large 
number of prominent people resident all over 
the country. The society has as its president 
the Lord Castletown of Upper Ossory, K.P., 
and since its inception has done magnificent 
work in the discouragement of every form of 
cruelty, and in promoting a healthy public 
opinion in favour of kindness to animal hfe 
in general and to bird life in particular, A 
special aim of this body is to encourage 
children and their teachers to take a humane 
and intelligent interest in nature. 


COLLECTORS’ GREED 


One of the greatest threats to bird life 
nowadays is the greed of a certain class of 
egg-collector, says the report. In England 
wealthy collectors are known to be in- 
different to the amounts they might 
have to pay an fines, provided they 
can keep im their cabinets the hundreds 
of clutches of pilfered eggs that the law 
forbids them to touch ‘In Ireland the 
emissaries of these parties are at work fre- 
quently, and have to be watched closely. Last 
year robberies of eggs on a revolting scale 
were perpetrated on islands a little outside the 
Free State boundary. The society’s com- 
mittee made an urgent request to the Louth 
County Council to take immediate steps 

which they did successfully) to secure pro- 
tection on their own shores against similar | 
methods to those tried across the border. 
The method pursued by the robbers in 
Northern Ireland was to sweep up all the 
eggs from an island on which one rare kind 
of seabird was understood to nest. They 
brought them to a convenient spot on the 
beach, carried off the rare eggs, and left all 
the rest to rot. 

Heavy mortality is produced among our 
seabirds by floating oil The society gathered 
through lightkeep “s a large amount of in- 
formation, and this may prove to have con- 
tributed to the success of the movement for 
bringing about remedial measures through 
international action, All the information 
was placed in the hands of the Ministry for 
Industry and Commerce. The Department 
dealing with fisheries also showed much con- 
cern, but the oil mortality contigfues in an 
acute form. On the Wexford coast, espe- 
cially off the bird-frequented Tuskar Rock, 
a wholesale destruction of feathered life took 
place in the spring of the present ygar. 


~PEREGRINE FALCONS 


For years it has been a well-known fact 
that a pair of peregrine falcons annually 
rear (or attempt to rear) their brood in an 
eyry situated on Ireland’s Eye. Their 
presence is a matter of special pride to the 
a public of Howth, and doubly 
go because the island for centuries has been 
celebrated for its breed of so-called ‘‘ gos- 
hawks.” In recognition of the value of the 
birds a Government order made it illegal to 
take or destroy the peregrine falcon’s eggs. 

Among the “ visitors” to the North Bull 
sanctuary last winter was a considerable 
number of short-eared owls. The : breeding 
colony of the Phalaropes in the West had a: 
successful season, and a visitor to the haunt 
of the. red-throated diver saw the mother 
bird swimming with its young.

A regulation by the Department of Agri- 
culture’ prohibiting the inspection of eggs 
for export at Sligo port after 5 p.m. was 
mentioned at to-day’s meeting of the Sligo 
Harbour Commissioners by Mr. A. P. 
Jackson, Chairman, who said that the result 
was that lar ree consignments of eggs were 
being diverted from the port and taken to 
the railway. Sligo, he stated, was, un- 
fortunately, a tidal port, and vessels could 
not sail at fixed hours. Lorries coming long 
distances with eggs arrived as late as 10 p.m. 
On last Saturday the inspector refused to 
allow the shipment of 92 cases of eggs at 
6.40 p.m., as they were not inspected, and 
said that he had got definite instructions from 
his head office to cease inspection at 5 p.m. 
The Chairman—The Veterinary Department 
facilitates the port and shippers by inspecting 
at all hours. 

It was decided to send a strong protest 
direct to the Minister, and to communicate 
with the local T.D.’s.
